PROGRAM DETAILS 


BlNBASME(nu) ,GBJ:- BINARY & BASIC Menu/Loader;- the DOC is on 
side 2. 

DIMNDAVE.BAS- (Diamond Dave) is a humorous, non-violent action 
Game for one player and J/$. By Stephen Stout (ANTIC S/S 7)- it has 1 1 
screens. You must collect all the diamonds in your highly radioactive mine; 
with 5 cable controlled robots. Each screen has 5 diamonds. Giant, mutant 
prairie dogs cruise the tunnels- a touch destroys a robot/cable. Push FIRE to 
yank your robot back to the surface. The number of mutants/screen equals 
the level. 

GOLDHUNT II by Sam Gueydan is our main feature. It uses all but 2 files 
on the back. It also has 4 good DOGs on the front, A gRaphic ADVenture, 
it has 23 screens (DunGeoNs) ; an editor to make your own; a UTILity to 
print a special disk sleeve; a brief but impressive* TALKING intro J ! Be 
sure you turn the volume way up! 

REFoRMAT2 is the update promised on last month's D.O.M. It's 
compiled T.B, - with CTB Runtime &TeXT files. It runs only on an 
XL/XE. 

ROCKS .OBJ by Douglas Engel;- from ANALOG (5/87) is an action Game 
for I player with J/S. The locale is a star system wi th ten planets. You are 
part of the dispersal team working to save them from radiation of reactor 
waste. Each is protected against enemy spy satellites by a screen ol 
a steroidal ROCKS, You must land your Pod (VERRY carefully!); autoload 
a waste can; go thru the ROCKs; teleport the can to a licet ship (push 
FIRE). There are 5 cans/planet. The screen bottom shows your pod's status 


(C— cans left to be moved; RADS— radiation meter; FUEL is the fuel 
gauge; P= the number of pods left). If you Lose all of your pods, or a 
planet- its over! At the title screen, [SELECT] sets starting level. You get 
a spare Pod for removing five cans from a planet ! 

SLIDE.BAS;' a 24-tile Puzzle grid Game by Mark Moore;- from ANTIC 
7/85. Move the lettered tiles into a vacant square (with the J/S) and get 
them m Alphabetic order. Press [SPACE] when finished. Look up the 
article for an excellent discussion on programming a game solution, etc, 
with 'Artificial Intelligence'.

1 also have Dale to 
thank for putting me in touch with More Than Games, 8207 Briarwood 
Lane* Austin, TX 78757-7642. From them l ordered Super Sketch, a 
graphics tablet that I had never seen before for only $10 plus $5 shipping. 
With this product one can trace pictures on paper and have them show up 
on screen. I understand some further software enhancements are being 
developed for this.
